\ THE UNION’ CHUROH, HONGKONG, 


ELECTION OF 4 NEW PASTOR. 

Laat night a meoting of the seatholders 
of ‘the Union Oburch was held in tha 
Oborch for tho purpose of receiving the 
resignation of the Rev. G. H. Bondlield 
and of electing bis suecessor in the 
pastorate. Thera was s largo atiendance 
of ladies and gentlomen. | 
.. ‘The Rey, T. Pentoe opaned the praceod- 
ings with prayer. : 

Mr D. Gillies, who bad boon called to 
the chair, asked the Hon. Booratary, Me 
W. Malcolm Wateon, to read Me Bond- 
Gold's ronignation, o letter from the Lundon 
Missionary Society, and tho reply sout to 
Mr Bondfield by the Committeo of Manage- 
ment of the Charch, The loiter of the 
Society announced that Mr Bondfeld- had 
been selected by tho British and Foreign 
Bible Society to actas tho Society’s sgent 
io China with his residence at Shanghai, 
and that Mr Bondfield with the full cou- 
currence of the Missionary Society had 
accepted the Agency, The Society ex- 
ptested its willingness, in the event of the 
Congrogation desiring to call the Rev. G, 
J. Williams to the pastorate, to place that 
gentleman at their service on the same 
_ footing towards tho Society os Mr 
Bonifeld. 


Mr Bondtiold wrote explaining the steps 
that led up to his appointments agent for 
the Bibla Society and expressing his regret 
at leaving the Union Church after a happy 
pastorate of seven years. 


On behalf of tho Committee of Manage- 
ment the following letter will be aent by 
the Hon. Secretary to Mr Bondfield :— 


‘Doar Mr Bondfiold,—I have to acknow- 
ledge receipt of your letter dated 20th Sep- 
tember last, informing the QOommitteo of 
Management of the saverance of your con- 
nestion with the L.M.3, and retirement 
from the pastorate of the Union Ohureh, in 
order that you might take up oither-work 
in Chins on bobaif of the B. and F. Bible 
Sccioty. 

‘The Committee desires ma to in reply to 
conevey to you the resolutions passed 
at the last meeling, copies of which are | 
attached. 


*We warmly acknowledga the cara 
which you and Mre Bondfield have 
exorcised over the affaira of the Church, 
tho keen interest you have always taken in 
whntaver concerned its Mombers, the 
sympathy you havo always folt with those 
in dificulty, and the pains you have taken 
to make the Unien Oharch an offective 
power in the Colony. We trust that the 
result is entirely satisfactory to yourself, 
and that you aill be able to look back with 

~ distinct pleasure on the tire spant here, 
the work dono, and the friendships formed. 

‘Your many frieads ia Hongkoog cannot 
but regret the loss of one who has bean so 
intimately associated with them, but at the 
same time they derive much satisfaction 
from the knowledge that you will be en- 
gaged in work of a0 much importance a5 
that ta which you have been called. It is 
also a pleasure to thom to think thot they 
will have frequent opportunitica of seeing 
you in the future. 

‘In conolurion I bave only to wish on be- 
half of tho Committee that you and Mra 
Bondfield may enjoy a Full measure of 
success and happiness in your new labours 
and surroundings.’ 

(Copy of Resolutions). 

*(1) That this Committee learns with re- 
grot of the resignation by the Key. G. H. 
Bondfield of his position in the Loudon 
Missionary Society and his consequont re- 
threment from the pustorate of the Union 
Church, aud records its appreciation of the 
value of his aarnest, zealous, and unremit- 
ting labours for the sueceas of the Church 
during the seven years of bis connection 
thorewith ; its deep sonéo of the loss sua. 
tained by his many frienda in Hongkong 
through bie removal to Shanghai ; and ite 
earnest bope that he may long ‘enjoy the 
health and strength necessary for the dis- 
charge of the arduoua aud important duties 
now awaiting him, 

(2) That a copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tion be sent to Mr Bondtieid, togothor with 
a letter expressing the Committee's aonse 
of indebtedness to himself and Mrs Bond- 
field, cangratulating him ou baying been 
chosen to fill so important a post, and wish- 
ing him every possible success in his now 
aphere of activity.’ 

The Chairman aid—Ladics and Gentle- 
men, the lotters which have just been read 
to you vill pive you o very adequate and 
olear account of the positiou in which we 
now stand with regard to the pustorate, 
Tam Bure you will endorse the sentiments 
your Committea hava expressed towarde Mr 
Bondiield, There is nutone amongst us but 
feels a sincero pang at having to part with 
one who has laboured ao long and oarneatly 
amonget us (applause). -Our busivers here 
this evening is to elect + successor to Mr 
Boudficll. It is a question of great im- 
portanes to this Church, and I hope that we 
shall be able to decido tho matter in s way 
which will be satisfactory and that will 
ond to the continved prosperity which hae 
attended the Church during the ministra- 
tions of Mr Bondfield. It iss very difficult 
matter to aclect 6 pastor, even at Home 
whore tha fiel@ of choica is large’ and ex- 
tended, with any degree of unanimity in 
the congregation. Some members like one 
Kind of preaching and other portions 
of the congregation like to hear the 
Minister preaching in a different way. 
However, [think in the present case we 
will be unsnimousin calling one to the pastor 
zate who is undoubtadly deserving and able 
tofalfilall the daties which the position 
places upon him. Mr Williams has kindly, 
and at great disadvantage to himself, left 
bir work in Canton and come amongst us to 
fake up the duties of the pastorate during 
Mr Bondfield’s absonce ; and I think you 
‘vill all bo unanimous in giving him credit 
for having done his work cobly and wall, I 
am sure be has spared ne efforts from 
this pulpit to giva you the very best 
guidanos it was possible for him to 
give. He bas IJaboured hard and 
endeavoured to give you sermons, which, 
I am sure, if you have pald tho attention 
you ought to have paid to them,’ you gould 
not beat without leaving this place better 
than when you entered it. (I think 
wo aro very fortunate in having such a 
wortby ‘successor to Mr Bondfield. It 
would be a difiicult'matter to fill Mr Bond- 
field’s ‘place, as he ahowed great tact and 
very great judgment in getting over the 


yatious difficulties he oncountered in con- |, 


nection with this Church ; bat I think we

Mr .Skoels atated—T. started busisiess 
on Jt’ January, 1803. I have csrried 
on no. other..business... Before. that 
I wastanager-of the Hongkong*Trading’‘ 
Go, 1 had $4500 capital, borrowed money, 
‘and: $3000 worth of sbares. © I borrowed 
$3000 from my compradore, Ohun Lai To. 
T have repaid ital but $1200 out of the bu- 
siness. 1 have not repaid my brother, A 
secoat compridore came in and paid in 
$1000 in January, 1894. His namo is 
Leong Kam Chi. £E borrowed no other 
money. - Thoro is no money due to the 
Bank. E borrowed $700 from Mr Fraser 
Smith, prying $26 as interest, Before T 
started, I borrowed $700 or $800 from the 
National Bank of China snd gave shares 
tocover it, There wai a set of to Mr 
Fraser Smith ond some shares. There is 
a balance of $200 due to him. The sharea 
represonted $3000 puid up—some with Mr 
Smith and tho rest with the National Bank. 
$707 is put down aa the value of the shares 
at ‘natkot rates, They-cost me $3000. 
Tho shares belonged to mo before I started 
business. ‘The only transaction since I 
started was $160 in shares-~ 1 hed-no 
money in cash of mp own when I start- 
ed, ond I have lost no monay of my 
own, I ows nothing but auction ac- 
counts—tha majority of the money 
was borrowed, My total indebtedness 
in $7400, about $200 reprenenting goods 
sold at auction, realised but not paid 
ever to clients. I kept only an auction 
book. Tha money borrowed only appears 
in the Bank book, Theta is no book show- 
ing the amownts due except the auction 
book. Thoro is no ledger. There wore 
both private and business bank accounts. 
My private account was for personal 
expenses. My business bock was entire- 
ly for business. There was an advance to 
8. I. Danby of $500 and two or three of 
$250 each. All monies advanced to him 
ware repaid. I took promissory notes and 
returned them when paid. I mada no 
other advances. ‘There is n® money 
due to mo oxcept for goods sold, 
Moat of the debts due to me are 
good, Mr Braco Shepherd has received 
$417 out of 3900. My compradoré ic liable 
for about $140, Of the balance to be col- 
lected, some of the money is due in Shang- 
hai, According to my first statement there 
was $2,023 due; accurding to my second 
$840. Icannot oxpect the difforenco. I 
owe about $2000 to ‘people who sent 
me goods for sala. The $1286 duo to 
Chun Lai To is not for gouds ald. [ 
carried on business at Praya Oantral and 
paid $119 rent including taxes. I lived 
at tho Peak Hotel. My peraonal ex- 
penaes amounted to $100 a month. My 
compradore received $100, my shroff- 
clerk $26, coclia hire $6, and then 
there was advertising ; my total exponses 
were about $470 a month. I had to 
make §600 8 month to make a profit. 
1 was losing all the time I carried on 
basines. My stock and fxtures_are 
worth about $2000, or $3000, They 
were valued by Mr Howell at $1200, 
and sold for 9757.92. Thero was some 
stock, wines, &., which I had bought. 
I have lost all along. J thonght this 
yoar would pull me up; I made an 
error of judgment. If I had kept a ledger 
Tshould havo known how [ stood, I had 
Bo means of reducing my expenses. 

Examined by Mr Dennys, the Bankrupt 
admitted that bo wasin partnership with 
Chau Cheong and that there was a regular 
partnership deed, bat thot partnership was 
quashed at the end of the year. He pro- 
duced the original promissory note given 
to Ohua Lai To by himself and Chau 
Cheong. It was for $3,000 payable three 
months after sight, and was datod Jonouary, 
1893, He admitted that it had been 
presunted on September 2, 1893, and 
that ha knew he had to pay it off in 
thres months from that date, A deed 
of dissolution of partnership dated Do- 
cember, 1893, was produced, accompanied 
by a bond for $6400, but securing payment 
of 38200 to Chau Cheong, his late partuer. 
He adaitted that he filed bis petition in 
bankruptcy because Chau Cheong sued him 
upon this bond, and that his money liabili- 
ties had really occurred while Chau Cheong 
was his partner. 

By the Court—Were all your, receipte 
paid iato the Bank ?—Yer, 

Then from your bank book could you not 
get on idea of tho amount of bueines: you 
were doing i--No; bot vary well, 

Why oot; ifall the money was paid in }— 
Well the money was paid in immediately it 
was received, 

You havo already scid your expenses 
amounted to about $100 a month, and ta 
maks it pay you wanted $600 a month 
which represents $12,000 a month in salea ? 
Did you ever look tosse how much you 
were selling P—No ; not until after the first 

ear. 
; When did you leok?—When this pres- 
sure was brought to bear. 

But you must have known whether you 
were selling $2,000 or $10,000 of stuff a 
month 1.—I never took the tronble to look. 
It was about the beginning of May when I 
found that I was hopelessly wrong, 

From bth January to 30th June you 
paid in $16,700 ; of that there was about 
$4000 or $5000 capital, so that your sales 
would amount to $11,000 in six months. 
Then you must have. seen you were 
losing money. Thon, again, slthough you 
paid in the whole of your capital in January 
on the 30th Juns-you only had a balance of 
$712. We go on and find that from June 
up to the end of December you had only 

aid in $940. Surely you must have 
Known tL have made a mintake. I uaed 
to pay amall amounts by compradere’s 
order, I did not pay it all juto the Bank, - 

Then you had # balauce at Glet.Decem- 
ber of $85. “Hadn't sou-iny idea-whether 
you ware selling $2000 or $12,000 worth of 
atufl?—L never added the figures up. 

Bat without adding the figures up, sure- 
ly you, as a business man,-must have 
known whether you were doing $2000 or 
$10,000- worth of business 1—I could not 
soo that I waa insolvent. : 

Not. when you ‘had’ only $85 in the 
Bank ?—I had's lot of monoy.in the books. 

You assy you. kept no. booke of ac- 
couat-—of purchasea’ or sales, What were 
thes purchases 7. How’ miok did “you 
pay for thom?. What woro thoy ?--Well, 
there was one transaction, 100 cases of port 
wine, > I did not enter jt in my books. 
"You started on borrowed -monoy;’ with- 
out any capital.of. your own ; you, kept no 
books of account, and you, never enquired 
whether you were making money or not! 
T evrtainly should like to'hava more ‘in-: 
formation “if Mc Skeela can tell me. what 
amoant-of business he did. You appear 
for, Mr’ Arthur, Mr Donngs ; do yoru oppose 
the passing of the debtor? .

_ THE OHINESE RETREATING TO 

. NEWCHWANG. 

Shanghai, Nov. 2, 10,16. 

Tho town of Fung-wong-cheng, to which 
the Chinese retreated from Ohiv-lien- 
cheng, has been captured by the Japanese. 
The Chineso army is now rotroating towards 
Mo-tin-ling. 


THE JAPANESE ARMY AT THE 
PORT ARTHUR, 

Forty thousand Japanese are at present 
at Ta-lien-wan, Sum-yeong, and Luishun 
(Port Arthur), Tho situation of the 
Chincss forces in Port Arthur is very 


critical, Kinchau is being altacked. 


THe ‘cies’ ON BRITAIN AND JAPAN, 


It ie matter for satiafaction that in thia 
dOMfiry we did not wait to acknowledge 
the slaime of Japan until Japan bad given 

ractioal proof that sho was no longer a 
Power to be treated aa on a level with 
half-barbarous States, By the treaty 
which has been ratified we have shown that 
wo wera prepared to recognise her title to 
the same rights as other civilised Powere, 
independently of the success or the failare 
of ber arms. Wo hava removed all reason. 
able grounds of grievance againat us, aud 
we have done so at a time which makes 
misconstruction as to our motives very 
difficult. Our attitude, indeed, towards 
the now Power would seem to be indicated, 
by a few very simple cousiderations, as one 
of entira benevolence. Great Britain and 
Japan have uo interests which are obviously 
in conflict with each other, There are 
some interests, which may prove of the 
highoat importance, that are common to 
doth nations. An extremely interesting 
article inthe Novoe Vremya may servo to 
remind us that, despite her pladgo to China 
not to cccupy Korea, Russia atill bankers 
after the possession of a secure ani open 
harbour on the Pacific. The aspiration is 
not unuatoral, but neither Great Britain 
nor Japan could Jook upon ite fulfilment 
with unconcern, To Japan’s future de- 
velopment as a maritime Stato no more 
dangerous blow could be inflicted. To 
ourselves it would be a cause of considerable 
cost and anxiety. Rumoors are ‘already 
abroad of diplomatio intervention at 
the close of the campaign, whatever the 
iseus of that campaign may prove to be. 
Should sach intervention take place, it will 
be strange if the representatives of Great 
Britain and Japan ore not found, at least 
on some important points, standing aide by 
side, 

THE WAB A CEINSSE RUSE, : 

The latest of the many stories being told 
about the war in tho East is a startling 
one. It isto the effect that the war bas 
been started by Li Hung Chang to bring 
about the overthrow of the present Chinese 
dynaety with the viaw of eventually becom. 
ing Emperor of China, 4 ‘ wall-informed 
correspondent '—he is always termed * well 
informed’ when some uausnally incredible 
story is going to be told—writes in a 
London paper :-~ 

The seeptre bas practically been wrosted 
from the hands of the Manchu alieas who 
have ruled China for the past three centu- 
ries. ‘The majority of Chinese politicians 
not acknowledging tha powerfn! sway of 
Li Hung Chang do not diaguisa their 
belief that the deteat of the Chinese forces 
by lund and sea is on intentional rose to 
bring about groat confusion in the Chinese 
Government, and amengst those officials 
who decline to acknovledge his dictatorship 
the ‘knowing cucs’ spay that. as soon BB 
the Japaness forces appeur io Northern 
Chios, Li will make peace with them on 
condition that they ucknowledge him as 
Ewperor of China, All this bas probably 
been arranged by Lord Li (bis sop) whilst 
in Japon, whoge principal object appoars 
to have beon to muke use of the Japanese 
as a tool for the advancement of hia 
fathur’s interest, as did Li Shih-Nim, io 
the seventh century.a. D., when he placed 
his fathor, Li Yuan. on the throne of 
China, ond thus founded the Tang dynasty. 

It is rather a roundabout, not o say 
expansive, way to get rid of an anpopular 
emperor to invite an enemy to invade one’s 
country, let alone the question of patrio- 
tism ; und the frequency with which the 
pame ‘Li’ ocours among prominsot Chi- 
nese officials is very suggestive of what 
one thinks of the whole story.—Times of 
Ceylon.

DEATH OF THE OZAR. 
Tho Czar of Ruasia ia dead. 


We take the following notice of tho Inte 
Czar from ‘ Man of the Time’ :— . 

Alexander IIL, (Alexandroviteh), Empe- 
ror and Autocrat of all the Russias, who suc- 
ceeded to tho throne on the murder of hia 
father by Nihilist conspirators on Maroh 13, 
N,8, 1881, was born March 10, 1845. For 
soma time after his eleyatios to the throne 
he seldom appeared in publio, bat lived in 
the otcseat retirement at Gatchina, being in 
conetant dread of the machinations of the 
secret sucieties of Socialists. Hie corountion 
taok place ot Moscow, May 27, 1883, He 
married, in 1865, Mary-Féodorovna (former- 
ly Mary Sophia. Frederica Dagmar), dangh- 
ter of Christian IX., King of Denmark, and 
sister of the Princess of Wales and the King 
of Greece, The principal concern of the 
Czar has been to pat down Nihilism; to 
develope the military power of Russia ; to 
organise her Asiatic and Caucasian provitf? 
ces; and to keop a steady ere upun Cons- 
tantinople. By means of the ability and 
watchfulness of Prinos Biemarok, the Drei- 
kaiserbund (Leugue of the Three Emperors) 
bns been consolidated, aa was shows by the 
meetings ab Skiernivice (Poland) in 1884 ; 
usd more eapetially by the reesat action of 
Russia in Bulgaria, Tbe Ozar never forgave 
his cousin Alexander of Battenburg for act- 
ing independently of Russia in the crisis of 
1885; and lately his vengeance has been 
consummated, with the free consent of 
Germony and with the acquisecence of 
Austria.

FOOCHOW NOTES. 


Ootober 27, 

Thero ia to be a grand military function 
at tho Naug-ka-teong camp on the Slat 
instant, when prizes will be competed for in 
various military exercises and the use of 
arms. 

H. HE. the Vieeroy who is now sctiag 
Tartar General attended the parade of the 
Manohn troops at Tung-ko-tung (the Tartar 
camp) on Monday last, whan he expressed 
his satisfaction with the appearance and 
good trainisg of the men. 

A fre broke out on Thursday lost at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon in a shop oookpied 
by sedan chair cooliea near the South gate 
of the city. The fire raged until fifty houses 
were completely destroyed. Fortunately 
no life was lost, 

In consequence of the late short arrivals 
of rice, the dealors have petitioned the 
Provincial Treasurer for peraission to im- 

wrt anpplies from Shanghai. Jn reply ob- 
Jectivn was made to getting the grain from 
Shanghai, but permission was granted to 
have it ebipped from Yung-chow and Ting- 
kwang. . . 

‘The Min Magistrate, in o proclamation 
that hus justappeared, reminds shoemakers 
that it is unlawful to write or print Chinese 
characters in shoes, and points out that all 
who dare disregard the law will be severely 
punished. ‘Ths characters are regarded as 
sacred and it is deemed sacrilege to put thom 
to such a use as eboomakers have beon 
known to do from Lime to time, - 

Qn Saturday last about 3 o’clock in the 
afteronon, a man atearing’ his cargo-boat in 
the vicinity of the Hui-kwan jetty lost his 
footing and falling into the river was drown- 
ed. His body was reevvored half an hour 
atterwurds. As there wus no bruise or 
soratoh on it, it was considered certain that 
he had not struck ogainst anytbiog in tho 
fall, but being no swimmer had simply sauk 
at once to the bottum of the river, 

In a raid made on a Fantai gambling 
house over the long bridge a few days ago, 
five of the frequenters and the proprietor 
were utresled. Amongst the former was a 
well-to-do mun, 4 manufacturer of paper, 
At the magistrates court the proprietor waa 
sentonoed to the forfeiture of all bis peoper- 
ty, and the four ordinary gamblers to a 
month’s exposure ia the streets ia cangues, 
‘The magistrate informed the paper mana- 
facturer that ha ought to receive the same 
puniahment as the four, but out of regard 
for bis position fie would give him tho up- 
tion of paying $1,000 fine, which was accept. 
ed, and the money is to be given to beo- 
volent inatitutions in the city for diatribu- 
tion amongst the poor,—Echo,
